T.E. LAWRENCE (LAWRENCE OF 
ARABIA) 


Lawrence of Arabia was probably one 
of the most idventurous personalities of 
Worle War I, He was a Anish soldier, 
archatmlogical scholar and writer whose 
book, The Seven Pillars of Wisdom, 
published in 1926, described his exploits 
in Arabia. An aloof scholar forced to be 
a man of action, he fought for Arabian 
independence and became a hero to the 
Arab people. 

Born in Tremadoc, Wales, Thomas 
Edward Lawrence (he preferred the ini- 
tials to the names) was always imtercsted 
in history. He had what could only be 
described as a passion for the past and 
began his interest by studying medieval 
military architecture as he traveled to 
France in 190° and later to Syria and 
Palestine where he worked within the 
historical setings of the crusader castles. 

As the procere of the Oxford archac- 
ologist, DG. Hogarth, Lawrence 
acquired a traveling fellowship from 


Magdalen College 
and joined an expe- 
dition excavaling 
the Hittite sertle- 
ment of Carchem- 
ish oon the Eu 
phrates River from 
911 to TST. 
While Where, wn 
early 1914, Law- 
rence along with Sir 
Leonard Woolley 
and Captain &.F. 
Neweombe, ex- 
plored Northern 
Simai, on the Turk- 
ish frontier, suppos- 
edly as a sci- 
entific expedi- 
lian, when in 
reality. if was 
more a map- 
making rece: 
maissankce from 
Gaza to the 
Turkish-held 
city of Aqaba 
{al the north- 
ernest Lip of 
the Red Sea), 
destined to be 
af almost 
immediate 
strutegic value.

Lawrence was working a an 
archaeologist for the British government. 
Because of his experience im the Mickle 
East, he was sent to Eeypt te bead the 
inilitary intelligence department. 
Lawrence spent almost a year intervicw- 
Ing prisoners, ilrawire Tice, receiving 
and processing data from agents behind 
enemy lines, and praducing a handbook 
on the Turkish Army. 

Later on, at the uge of 40, TLE. 
Lawrence was proenated to the rank of 
colonel and helped organize the Arab 
revolt against the Turkish Ottoman 
Empire, He was sent as a military agent 
to unite the Arab tribes ugaimst the 
Turks, who were oppressing therm — it 
was chung this time that he became pas- 
sionately devoted to the Arab cause, 

athe 






















even donning Arab dress, He 
became heavily involved in 
the Arab rising and had 
mich success as a leader of 
daring guerrilla raids. In his 
cwn simall corer of the Ara 
bian Peninsula, he became 
the guerrilla factions brains, 
1s organizing force, its liai- 
aon With Cairo, Eeypt. and 
its military techniciun. The 
British supplied him with 
guns and gold so he could 
continue to undermine the 
Turkish position inthe Mid- 
dle East. His military and 
diplomutic genius bed to the 
ilefeat of ihe Turks amd the 
entry of the Arabs tito Bram- 
ascus, the capital of Syria. 
However, Lawrence, being physically 
and emotionally exhausted, having 
forced body ain spirit to the breaking 
Point one too many times, refused all 
honors and decorations, Hut the Acuhs 
hailed fim as a hens, and became known 
as the “uncrawned king of Arabia.” 

In 1921, Lawrence was woeed back 
to the Middke East and became acdhvisor 
on Arab affairs tothe British Colonial 
Office, But he was. unhappy a very pri- 
vite man, be hud become increasingly 
uncomfortable with his fame, and 
resigned from the post the following 
year, Later, in 1922, Lawrence enlisted 
in the Royal Air Porce under the 
assumed mame J.H. Ross. Apparently, he 
wis more than happy to lose himeelt- in 
the ranks of the Air Force, awiry from all 
the medioriety, and alse to accuire materi- 
al for a new book. However, shortly 
ifter he joined. ins identity was discov 
ered, Finding reinstarement impossible, 
Lawrence looked arcund for another ser- 
vice and trunsferred to the tank corps 
under the name of TE. Shaw, a nance: he 
claimed to have chosen at random, 
wthough one of the crucial events. of his 
postwar life was his mecting in 1922, 
and later friendship with, writer George 
Bernard Shiuw. 

In L924, Lawrence returned to the 
Reval Air Force. He legally achopted dhe 
nime of TLE, Shaw and worked on 
improved designs for high-speed sen- 
plane wutercralt, esting them in rigors 
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ous trials and developing a technical 
manual, 

T.E. Lawrence's life came lo an end 
on May 13, 1935 in England when he 
wis involved ima motorcyeling accident. 
He died six days later without regaining 
CONSCIOUSNESS. 

Lawrence's life was retold to 
movieroing midiences in the 12 epic 
film, by director David Lean, appropri- 
ately ted, Lawrence of Anaiie, suring 
Peter O'Toole, 

In The Foun Median Jones Chref- 
cles two-hour Movie Of The Week, 
Young Linch DOs face=(0=lace with TLE. 
Lawrence im Eoypt as they work tegeth- 
trite discover who stele dhe “sacred 
Jackal with eves of Tire" from the tomb 
of Kha. Indy grows quite fond of this 
adventurerfarchacolerist and probably 
patterns himself somewhat after this 
man. “I was rather excited at the 
prospect of playing Lawrence of Ara- 
bia,” says Joseph Bennett, the actor who 
brought the legendary churacter to life, 
“He was an incredibly interesting and 
romantic character. He hod a devil-miy- 
care kind of attitude, He did so much in 
such a short tinve. It was quite incredible 
that he wees an archaeologist by the age 
of 77.) He was one of the leading archae- 
ologists, second only to Hogarth. We 
portrayed La Wrenice as Scere ws baal of 2 
swashbuckler, which perhaps is net com 
pletely tne, There is a lot of myth about 
Lawrence: in the film, Lawrence of Ara- 
bie, he’s blond, and very tall, when in 
reality, he was only 5'6°. [think our pore 
trayal of Lawrence kind of rmarvies the 
discrepancies between the film and the 
real cram,” 

Whether in the movies, on the televi- 
Shon senies or in real-life, TE. Lawrence 
hada life fall of adventere and is known 
all over the world today as the legendary 
Lawrence of Arabia. 


PANSCHO VILLA 


RBancho Willa wis a Mexican nevolu- 
tionary and guerrilla leader who became 
a rchel ceneral. After the fall of Mexican 
President Porfirio Diaz in (O01, Villa 
sought to central the country, He 
cigaged in civil war and bandiiry ina 
restless Lime dn Mexican history. 

Villa was born June 4, JETS in Rio 
Grime, “ucolecos., Mexico, He wis the 
som of afield laborer, and was onphaned 
at an carly age . After killing one of the 
owners of the estate on which he 
worked, for an aesault on his sister, he 
was forced to flee to the mountains 
where he sper fis adolescence as a fugi- 
live. 

In 1909, Villa joined Francisco 


Mache res's uprising against the dictator of 
Mexico, Porfirio Diaz During the rebel- 
lion, Willa, whe lackedk a formal educu- 
tion but had learned to read and write, 
displayed his talents as uo soldier and 
organizer, Combined with his intimate 
knowled2e of dhe land and the peaple of 
nother Mexico, these gifts enubled him 
bo place at Wladero’s disposal a division 
of trained soldiers under his command. 
Affier the success of the Mexican reviodu- 
tion, Villa remained in the irregular 
Huy. 

In (12, during the rebellion of Pas- 
cial Orozco, Villa aroused the suspicion 
of General Victoriano Huerta, who con- 
demned him to deach, but Madera 
ordered a stay of execution and sent 
Villa to prison instead, Hut Villa was mot 
one Lo accept imprisonment. In Novem: 
ber, he escaped and fled to the United 
States, After Miadero's assassinalign in 
1913, Villa returned to Mexico and 
formed a military band ef several thou- 
sand men that became known as the 
famous Division of the North. Combin- 
ing bis force with that of Wesustiine Car- 
nuiza, Villa revolted against the increas- 
ingly repressive and inefficient dictator- 
ship of Huerta, once again revealing his 
military talents by winning several vieto- 
nes. In December, 1913. Villa became 
povernor of the stare of Chihuahua and 
with Carranza won o decisive victory 
over Huerta i June 1914. Together they 
entered Mexico City as the victorious 
leaders of the reverludion, 

Rivalry berween Villa and Carranra, 
however, soon led to a break between 
the two, and Villa was forced to flee 
Mexico City with the revolutionary lead: 
er Emiliano #apata in December 1974. 
Badly defeated by Cannas ina series of 
battles, he and “apace fled to ie moun: 
tains of ihe north. But tn order io deneon- 
strate that Carranza did mot contral 
northern Mexican, Villa executed bi U8: 
citizens at Santa Isabel in early 106 and 
son thereafter iacked Columban, New 
Mexico. President Woodrow Wilson 
had, in the beginning, encourmped Villa. 
But alter hesirimye reports of Willa’s beru- 
talities, Wilson tuned to Carranza. Villa 
retaliated against Americans in Mexico 
by stopping trains and shooting these on 
board. Because of the Columbus, New 
Mexico, Incident, President Wilson sent 
anexpedition, under the command of 
General Pershing, to that urea, but, 
because of Willa’s popularity ancl intic 
thate acquaintance with the terrain of 
northern Mexico und because of the 
Mexican government's dislike of Persh- 
ine’s presence on Mexican soil, tt prowed 
impossible to capaure Willa, 

Willa eomtinued his guerrilla activities

as long is Carranss remained i Power, 
After the overthrow of Carransa’s 2ov- 
ernment in LOZ, Will was pronted at 
pardon and a ranch near Parral, Chi- 
hughua, in return for aereeing to retire 
from politics, Three years later, in 1923, 
Pancho Villa was shot from a bush by 
enemies and died. 

In the two-hour pilot for Mie Fereng 
Indiana Joes Chronicles, Young Indy 
joins Pancho Villa's band ef revolution. 
anes and discovers the reasons for their 
uprising. He ase beams why this outlaw 
Mexican leader feels so passionate about 
what he feels is the oppression of his 
people by an unfair government. “My 
father Brew wp in Chihuahua, Welexicce, 
where Pancho Villa was from.” says 
Mike Morotf, the actor whe plays Pan- 
cho Villain the Mexico 1916 episode of 
The Young Jndiana Jones Chronictes, “I 
wold fear se much ahout him. He was 
my father’s her. ] had a lot of relatives 
that actually fought with Willa. My 
erandfuher died of gun wounds in the 
30°. but when he was a young man, 
maybe (Sor iG, he actually fought with 
Pancho Villa, Wy aunt, who was one of 
his lovers. died at 9 ond [ inherited two 
letlers thal were actually written by Pan« 
cho Villa to her. Tt was strange because |

legendary man. The only thing that came 
lo my mind when [ got the role wus, 1 
wish my fuer was alive bo see me pay 
Pancho Willa.” 

“Al the turn of the century.” Moroff 
continues, “all of Mexico was owned by 
about 20 families. Sa you had all this 
power in the hands of a fee people und 
Pancho Villa wanted a revolution amd he 
stunted it in the moenther state of Chi- 
huahua. He decided that being bandits 
was mo longer good encugh. Now, he 
had a cause and a reason to fight and that 
Wi bo give every munin Mexiod i piar- 
cel of fand so fe could grow his own 
food. Pancho Villa never drank or 
smoked becuuse he always wanted a 
clear mind. He was so inte the revolu- 
tion. He believed he had to change the 
wayoof life in Mexico, He wanted to 
have a free constitutional election to 
elect the peaple’s choice for president, “4 
Io af people think he was nothing but a 
bandito., but he believed in some good 
tiers, He was like Rebin Hood to the 
Mexican poople. 

“The people from the northern part of 
Mexico idolize and love Pancho Villa. 
He's a hero” says Mborotf. “Other poops 
in southern Mexico say he was a peas- 
ant. he was a barbarian from ihe north, 
he was an uneducated man that only 
wanted blond. power and nooney. They 
love #apata, [F you went throughout 
Mexico, though, vou would find 74. per 
cent of the people love Poncho Villa. I 
heliewe that Pancho Villa did what he 
had to do and was genuinely interested 
in what was best for Mexico.” 

Ultimately, after ia hiir-raising adven« 
ture, in Which he almeast loses his life, 
Indinna Jones realizes thot the fighting in 
Mexico 1s not his revolution and leaves 
with his good friend, Remy, as they trav- 
el to Europe to fight tn World War I, yet 
never forgetling the important lesson he 
learned in Pancho Villa’s Mexican revo- 
lution. 


ALBERT SCHWEIT#ER 


Albert Schweilzer was one of the 
moat remarkable figures of the twentieth 
cemury. He was u Brilliant philosepher, 
physician, musician, clergyman, mis- 
sionary, and writer on thealogy. His 
accomplishments, in any one of these 
fields. could be regarded as a full life's 
work for one person. However, he tumed 
his buaek on fis previous Careers, 
obtained a deeree in medicine, and went 
to Africa, where, in the tiny village of 
Lambarene, he opened a hospital for 
Afticuns that made bim a living legend, 
Early in his career, he based his philosa- 
phy on what he called “reverence for 


life” and ona deep feeling of obligation 
to serve humanity through thought and 
achion, Schweitzer's miuny years of work 
as a humanitarian won him the 1942 
Nobel Peace Prize for his efforts in 
behalf of the “Brotherhood of Mathes.” 

Schweitzer wos born on January 14, 
1875, ot Kayersberg, Upper Alsace, Ger- 
many. The eldest son of a Lamheran pas- 
tor, Schweitzer studied philosophy and 
theology at Strashourg, where he look 
the doctor's degree in philosophy in 
1859 and theology the following vear. At 
the age of 21, Schweiteer decided to 
spend his next nine years im science, 
music, wed preaching, and then te devote 
the restoof his life to serving humanity 
directly. His book, Tie Quest for ie 
Uisterical Jeses, established hin as a 
world figure in theology (the study of 
religion and God's relationship to mun). 
fefore Ie was 30, he had won an inter 
national reputation as a writer on thealo- 
By. 2S an OTpnst unl awherty on orpesin 
building, a8 an interpreter of the works 
of composer Johann Sebastian Buch, and 
a htt authority on Bach's life, 

In 1905, Schweitzer anneuneed his 
intention to become a doctor in order to 
devote himself to philanthropic work 
(the actwvaty of donating money, proper- 
ty, dime or werk to needy people or 
socially uecful purposes b, dune im 7414 he 
becume a doctor of mechecimes. 
With his wife, Helene Bresslau, 
who had trained a5 a nurse bo 
waist him, be se. out for Lan 
barene in French Equatorial 
Africa. There on the banks of 
the Qoowe River, Schweitzer, 
with the help of the natives, 
built his hespital. which he 
equipped and maintained from 
his income, later supplemented 
by gifts fron individuals and 
Foundations in many: countries. 
Intermed there briefly as an 
enemy alien (German), and 
later in France as a prisomer of 
war during World War [, he 
Limmed his aleniion increasing- 
ly to world problems and was moved to 
write Philosophy of Civilization, in 
1923, in which be set forth his personal 
philosophy of “reverence for life,” on 
ethical principle invelving all things, 
which he belicved essential to the sur- 
Vivi of civilizateon. 

Schweitrer returned to Africa in [2d 
ta rebuild the derelict hospitul, which he 
relocated some two miles up the Ogowe 
River. A leper colony was added later. 
By [8h63, there were 250) patients with 
their relatives at the hospital and 140) 
patients in the leper colony, all served by 
about 36 physicians, nurses, and varying 












numbers of native workers, 

Albert Schweitzer never endirely 
abandoned his musical or scholarly 
interests, He published, im (930. the 
book. The dvaricin of Poul! the Aposte, 
and gave lectures anil renwal thiroughoan 
Europe, made recordings, and resumed 
his editing of Bach's works, begun in 
1911, In Lo6S, at the awe of OO, Albert 
Schweitzer died. 

In the Africa LY(? episode of The 
Young helicne Joes Chrontictes, Young 
Indy is an officer in the Belgian army 
commanding a platoon of mative Askaris 
inative troops in the service of the Bel- 
gian army) in the Belgian Congo. Indy, 
while witnessing great suffering fram his 
fellow soldicrs, has the incredible for- 
lune of meeting the lerendary Albert 
Schweitzer, who changes his life literal- 
ly. On an evening boat ride down the 
Orowe River, Schweitmer relates his phi- 
bosophy of life to Indy: “The hope for a 
future lies not in governments, or 
nations, or religions,” he says. “NWoteven 
in the sturs themselves. [t hes only in the 
hums heart...” 

Schweitzer was a genios in the wrt of 
living. His work at Lambarene was a 
testament to his genuine lowe for 
humanity and his message of “reverence 
for life” will endure even longer than 
his amazing wecomplishments. o

The opening scenes of this bril- 
liant new comic book, written by 
Tom ¥eitch und illustrated by Cam 
Kennedy, have cuplured the epic pro- : 
partuions of Star Wees perfectly, But 
it daesn't stop there. The following 
pages and issues make it obvious that 
Lucashilm managed to get two talent- 
ed persons with a natural penchant 
for Stor Wars to carry on adventures 
in Georve Lucas” historic universe. 

George Lucas carried Star Wars to 
the far corners of his imagination. 
Throweh the original movies, 
astounding theme music, numerous 
novels, roleplaying games and 
comics, Ster Wars fans could be 
swept away to other worlds in anoth- 
er time. Comics especially were a 
Ereal source of sustaining material 
for the Store Wars enthusiast. The 
ariginal Star Wers comic series 
produced by the comic profession: 
als at Marvel fram [977 ta 1936 
tack us beyond Tatooine and 
Bespin to mew worlds and fan- 
tastic adventures featuring our 
favorite characters (und vil- 
lains') from the movies. 

Many fans were heartily 
disappointed at the conclusion 
of the Marvel series bul are 
now delighted to see the 
release of Stare Wars: Gark 
Enrpre — a wonderful new 
comic series produced by 
Dark Hearse Publications. 
To those who have read the first 
issucs of Derk Empire, 11s aubward- 
ly obvious that preat effort was made 
to revive lhe epic scape of the origi- 
nal series. Written by Tam Veitch 
and dlustrated by Cam Kennedy, this 
series Will fire the imagination of 


Star Wiers fans old and mew. 

But what happened to revive 
external Star Wiers stories at Lucas- 
film? Lucasfilo’s Lucy Wilson helps 
answer this question. “With th e 
book's [Timothy Aahn"s Bantam 
novel, Star Wears: Heir to the 
hinplre] phenomenal success if 
became very evident there was a 
huge marker aut there for Star 
Wars.” According to Wilson, this 
started Lucasfilm on an organized 
effort to bring more Star Wars 
adventures to the printed werrld. 

After a temtlalive start al Epic 
comics, the book ended at Dark 
Horse, where Lucy had contracted 
to do the faaiava Janes comic 
serics, “Il believe Lucy was very 
happy with all the enerey being 
shown at Dark Horse”, says Weitch, 
“They are a slrang up-and-coming 
comics company that has caplured 
u large share of the market in just a 
few years.” 

By this time, Lucy Wilson had 
arranged quite a team for the new 
Star Wees publications. “Because 
af all the new publishing we were 
doing, with Bantam doing original 
publishing for both adult and juve- 
nile markets, I set up a creative 
team amongst the editors, The West 
End Game editors, the adult and 
juvenile editor at Bantam anid the 
editor af Dark Horse. We met so we 
could agree on which story lines 
took place when in time after Jedi 
so there would be cantinuity, All 
the editors review the material so 
there wouldn't be any inconsisten- 
eles between one story line and the 
other.” 

This may seem kind of restrict- 
ing for a writer, but Veitch com- 
ments, “In spite of the fact that we 
are doing essentially a licensed prop- 
erty with a lot of control from their 
end. they've given us great freedom 
lo use aur imdginalians. Almast the 
kind of freedom they give to the 
guys who design the monsters and 
effects at ILM.” 

Certainly they’ve taken good 
advantage of this opportunity, 
designing a slary of casmic size. 
“This is the first time Star Wiers has 
been done in as comic bowk form 
where it’s caught any of the scope of 
the movies.” says Dark Horse editor, 
Barbara Kesel, “The movies are 


aperalic., They are very bie. There's 
alot of big action and big characters 
and here, in the comic, the seale is 
also big. Tom has left Cam a lot of 
room to go inte the feel of the 
machines, the skyv, the space cra! the 
people.” 

Those whe have read issuc #2 of 
Dark Eerpire were probably extreme- 
ly surprised al the events taking 


place within. At the outset of the 
project Veitch and Kennedy wanted 
to bring back Darth Vader. Accord- 
ing ta Yeitech “Lucy Wilson said to 
us, YOU 
you can bring back the 


can't bring back Vader, but 
Emperor, If

you can figure out how to de it” 
“Because of the Clone Wars the 
next thing that occurred to us was 
that the Emperor we saw in Jed! was 
a clone, Perhaps he has even been 
cloning himself far a long lime, over 
und over, becuuse the Dark side cuts 
up his physical body.” What will 
happen to the Emperor when cach 
new body decays and dies? Veitch 
eives hints, but only future issues 
Will tell. “Suffice to say.” Veitch 
goes on, “by issue #5 we will see a 
young Emperor emerge from the 
Cc lone labs and face off with Luke 


Skywalker.” 

However, the Emperor isnt the 
only old villain to take the stage. 
Boba Pett, an invariably popular vil- 
lain from the last we movies, will be 
revived ina future issue. “There's mo 
way be could have died; he was too 
popular among the fans!” says 
Veitch. “We'll alsa be bringing back 
another bounty hunter, Dengar, who 
didn't get much mere than a cameo 
in Empire. Even the How will get a 
walk-on,” 

Villains will naturally get a lot of 
attention in this comic series, but 
many interesting changes will be tak- 

ing place with the heroes. Han and 

Leia are now married and have tao 

children (whereabouts unknown, 

but likely art safely tucked away 
from the clutches of the Empire). 

And Luke is faced with a serious 

decision after confronting the rein- 

carnated Emperor in issue #2. 

Lando Calrissian and another fan 

favorite, Wedge Antilles, will be 

leading the Allianee forces in a 

defense af Calamari, Admiral Ack- 

bar's hamewarlad. 

“[ think us revards this series we 
are just going to get into the char- 
acters the way we understand them 
and then maybe branch out a bit.” 
says Veitch, “We bring in a female 
character from Hans past, Salla 
Zend, who is a Corellian pirate 
like Han. She shows up in issue 
#3, so that adds a litthe modlifiea- 
tion with Han, We also inwent this 
planet, Nal Hutta, which is one of 
the principal Huu worlds and a 
nexus of their gangster activity. 

“In this series we don’t actually 
land on Nal Hutta, but we visit its 
spaceport moon, Nar Shaddaa, a 
kind of distant cousin of the Death 

Star, with cities covering its entire 
surface. The cives, which have been 
built up over centuries, are divided 
inte sectors where humans and aliens 
cut their deals with the Hutts., And, 
Of course, there is a Corellian sector 
which i fairly large. According to 
the history we have described, Han 
actually hung out on the moon for a 
few years back when he was 
younger, after he got booted out of 
the academy. This moon is alsa 
where he met Landa.” 

A lot has happened in the six 
years between Jedi and Dark Enipire, 


years between Jed! and Dark Enipire, 
a lot of which is still in the works. 
“Year five is Timothy's novel, and | 
think they’re doing some other 
things before that even.” Lucasfilm’s 
Lucy Wilson confirms this. “The 
juvenile novels are going to take 
Place in the five years after Rene of 
the Jedi. The 
adult novels and 
the comics 
would take place 
at the end of the 
juvenile movels 
[six years after 
Jedi)” 

Lucastilm is 
eager with sug- 
Beslions and 
working with the 
writer and arlist. 
“Actually 1 will 
send in a seript 
and Luey will 
say “Wouldn't 
this be better..." I 
mean they #ive 
us a lot of good 
ideas, Same- 
times strange lit- 
lle arguments 
will came up. 
Like whether, 
for instance, 
Luke Skywalker 
can lip over an 
AT-AT with the Foree. We sail he 
could and some people said he 
couldnt.” he laughs. 

In the last four pages of each 
issuc, Weitch has compiled even 
more background information to 
catch the reader up to this time six 
years after Ketan of the Jedi. “T used 
stuff Thad written just from my note- 
books and some new stuff written 
especially for the text pages. [ 
worked with the material established 
by West End Games and the novels. 
But basically, of course, the three 
films are the root source everyone's 
warking from, and when creating 
new “Star Were History’, we always 
refer back to them as the ullimate 
authority. 

“In the first issue, for instance, we 
tried to give a complete overview of 
what's known in the Porce and the 
powers of the Jedi. This involved 
watching the films very carefully and 
several days of intense research. The

final text which was submitted to 
Lucasfilm was tully footneted, 

“AL same point during the Dark 
Horse process.” Weitch continues, 
“Lucy was sending the scripts lo cer- 
tain people at West End to review 
und they wrote back a very detailed 
commentary om What they thought. 
That was very 
helpful. That's 
ane of the 


things about 
doing this 
series, a lat of 
people have 


been putting in 
their 2 cents and 
you Find, that 
with writing, 
this stulf helps 
you remember 
things from the 
movies that you 
hadnt mediced,” 
But there was 
a dot more 
involved in this 
comic than just 
writing. Cam 
Kennedy, wha 
was born and 
raised in Scot- 
land, and now 
lives an an isle 
narthern 
Scotland, had 
quite a chore with the illustrations. 
Kennedy comments, “All the artists I 
talked to said that they would never 
want to draw a Ster Wars book 
because all the machinery involved 
was too overwhelming.” Kennedy, 
however, seems Lo have a fair for all 
the equipment and technology in his. 
drawing for Dark Empire. “LT guess it 
was because my father was a 
mechanic so | was exposed to a lot of 
that when | was younger, When | 
was in school, tog, my frends and | 
used to make spaceships out of used 
model parts. They came out looking 
ater like the ships in Ster Wars.” 
Shocking spacescapes and explo- 
sive battle scenes. Gruney. dirty 
cantinas teeming with underworld 
denizens, Beautiful mountainous and 
forest Lerrain on far-flung planets of 
the galaxy. Cily streets with aliens 
galore, all of these stunning vistas 
and much more can be found in a 
vivid Star Wars style drawn by 
-|2- 


Kennedy. “I think a lot of the intlu- 
ence [ had when [ was younger helps 
me,” savs Kennedy, when asked how 
he captures the feel of Srar Woes in 
the comic. “Most artists say they get 
the ‘feel’ for something, but T don't 
think that really applies to how good 
you do at one thing or the other. 
Some artists are naturally going to 
ilo better than others . it's just a mat- 
ter of who you are. | guess | was for- 
tunate to have a stvle and perceplian 
similar to that of thase who created 
the ships and things for $tar Wars.” 

Because of the established work- 
ing Telationship on their previous 
Epic comic, Kennedy feels comfort- 
able working with Veitch, “Some- 
times Tam may write too much dis- 
logue. which is ok, but there's just so 
much you can do with different 
angles and stuff. Two pages of talk- 
ing | can handle; but three pages is 
tao much, So Ul ¢all Tom and we'll 
work outa way to condense the talk- 
ing or add some scenery, whether it's 
a spaceship flying by or a monkey 
wrench,” he laughs. 

According to Veitch all the dia- 
logue in the original scripts is subject 
to revision ance the pencil art is im, 
“Cam will bring aut something-in a 
character or in a dramatic sequence.” 
explains Veitch, “and suddenly my 
brain will switth on and [ll hear the 
scene ina whale new Way.” 

Kennedy also had a chance to 
modify some of the characters...a lil- 
the. Like. for instance, Luke Sky- 
walker’s eyes. “I wanted to get rid of 
that blue-eyed-farm-boy look; he’s a 
Jedi now! He's ¢rawn wp, too, and so 
his looks are going lo change. | 
guess the cyes are part of the 
change.” Veitch goes on to comment, 
“When we originally started to do 
the book, we thought, Luke's been 
through a lot. He's matured. 50 Cam

drew him as a forty-year-old. He's 
not really that old, but being a Jedi 
warrior takes a lot out of you!” 

“Cam's work is excellent,” Veitch 
says. “He started on the project in 
1989, and ihe artwork he's doing naw 
is twice as pood as the early stufl, im 
my opinion. The new bounty hunters 
and creatures he's designed look as 
god or better than the anes in the 
movies! “About Kennedy's mechani- 
cal drawings, Weitch adds, “I love his 
Miffentwe Faleon! And he probably 
did it just from menvery!” 

There is something to be said for 
such a close working relationship as 
with Tom and Cam even though they 
live more than 3500 miles apart. 
“The thing about comics is you work 
in isolation,” says Tom, “T work ina 
room by myself, and Cam works ina 
room by himself Onee ina while you 
eel bogether and have a few beers. 
But actually if he lived within driving 
distance I'd probably go and see him 
more.” However the distance docsn’t 
foe to muther that much. “We're on 
the same wavelength, | met Cam 
hack in “R?. He was working in 
British comics, and he made a special 
rip ta the States looking for Armeri- 
Cun assieoments. | met him at a 
friends house. My friend called me 
up and said “If think you ought ta 
meet this guy, You guys think alike.’ 
[ came over and we talked and one 
thing ded to another.” 

With brilliantly painted and ener- 
getic cover artwork by Dave Dorman, 
the vividly written introductions, 
scripl, dialogue amd back f#raund 
information of Tom Veitch, and wan- 
derful Hlustrations of technology and 
characters by Cam Kennedy, this 
camic book production is quite a 
piece of work, and bringing il logeth- 
et certainly tukes some effort. Editor 
Barbara Kesel explains some of 
What's involved with producing Srar 
Vines: Dark Barpire, 

“The basic genesis of an idea like 
this is that the writer or the 
Writerartist [eum pul in a proposal; 
what type of story it will be, sample 
artwork, how many issucs and so on. 
In Tom’s case, the story line went ta 
Lucasfilm to be approved: just the 
basic outline, Amd then after that, on 
cach particular issue, the script 
comes in for approval.” 

Once the issue is approved, Cam 


Kennedy does pencil roughs of the 
entire issue which he sends in, Based 
on these roughs, Tom Veitch does a 
refined script based on any new 
inspiration he may get from what 
Cam has drawn. alang with a layout 
of where the dialogue and other text 
balloons ao. 

From there the copies of those 
penciled and lighily ballooned pages 
£0 out to the letrerer, Todd Klein, 
Who creates the levering template 
that goes over the painted page. Dur- 
ing the time Veitch is doing re-writes, 
and while lettering is donc, Kennedy 
is Working on the painted page. 

After his detail pencil artwork 15 
approved, Kennedy goes in and inks 
the artwork. The painting is done 
with transparent water color dyes on 
top of the inking. It’s a unique pra- 
eess Which has aroused interest in 
other artists, a few of which, after 
studying Cam's technique have dupli- 
cuted iin their iawn arbwork, 

The remaining printing process 
involves photo-merging the painted 
pages with the letter ballooned over- 
Tavs. 

But what is im the cards for future 
Star Wars comics after this series 1s 
completed? A sequel to Oork Empire 
has already been approved by Lucas- 
film and is in the works at Dark 
Horse, “We definitely have plans to 
do mare comics.” says Wilson. She 
conlinues, “Actually another thing 
which Dark Horse is doing involves a 
Star Wers strip that ran in the news- 
papers for two and a half years by 
Archie Goodwin and Al Williamson. 
What Dark Horse ts going to do is 
take that muterial and work with it a 
little bit, along with Al and Archie to 
make is so it doesn’t read like a daily 
syndicated newspaper strip, but so 
that it works like a comic magazine. 
Alis doing new covers and they have 
some other really well-known artists 
that will be doimg envers.”” 

Ins been a long time since Siar 
Wars first appeared on the silver 
screen, amd almost tem years since 
Retern of the fed? Yet despite the 
time lapse. it's obvious that this 
magical, mystical and vast universe 
still catches the imagination of peo- 
ple young and old, With more comics 
and more novels in the works, we 
con be sure Stor Wars is far from 
forgotten. |
